The Mormon Legion, which had ar- 
ranged to parade in Salt Lake City on 
the Fourth of July. was prohibited 
by a proclamation of the acting Gov- 


ernor of Utah, backed by Federal 


troops. It seems to us that the Fede- 
ral authorities were clearly in the 
wrong. If a procession of Orangemen

The U. P. R. R. Co. had surveying parties out locating a road from Evanston 
to Soda Springs, Idaho. This means a line to Mon to connect with the 
Northern Pacitic railroad, and portends particular and specific changes in 
some localities. 


Hyde’s Road steamer had made its trial trip. The trip being entirely an 
experimental one, many drawbacks, of course, had to be encountered, among 
which was a lack of water, that could not be obtained on the route at points 
sufficiently frequent to suit the steamer; this, however, can be overcome by 
having regular stations with watering conveniences, as on a railruad. The 
freight up consisted of coal for distribution on the road aud timber for bridges 


at Tooele, the load weighing, exclusive of the wagons, some fourteen tons. 


They were delayed two days at Stockton, collecting à load for the return trip 
which cunsisted of 20,000 lbs. of bullion destined for Salt Lake City, an 
about 20,000 lbs. of ore, making, with extra water, fuel, and the wagons, some 
twenty-nine tons.
